Whitaere said that w; far he 
has not been informed as to the 
type of examinations that must b4* 
given and how /they will be given. 

County Supt Vf> C. Petty 'said: 
that he .has obtained Illinois , Blue 
Books containing in^onnatkm; about 
the state and copies of the state and' 
federal constitutions which 1 he : will 
make available .to schools. ■. ■'-'> 

It is necessary for public school 
officials to give the- examinations' 
and certify the students have, or 
have not passed the tests before 
they can get state aid. 
' Another state law that soon will 
go into effect is the abolishment of 
the township school * trustee and 
treasurer, This . makes necessary 
for schools to go together" in select- 
ing a treasurer. 

A part . of the township „ school 
trustees' power was' taken; away 
last year when the county: board 
of school "trustees was created. Rob- 
ert Wilton, Antioch electrical con- 
tractor and store operator was 
elected to that board. The town- 
ship school trustee office will be 
abolished on June 1. 

Supt. Petty said that where there 
Is a high school in the community, 
It and the grade school can go to- 
gether in electing a treasurer. This 
has been done. Other schools like 
Grass lake, Channel lake, Hickory, 
and Emmons can likewise.' go to- 
gether in selecting a treasurer.

-matters. That idea is 100 per cent wrong. Medfcal 

■education is an excellent example. Our medical 

schools are operating under a heavy financial strain. 

"The foundation was founded in 1950 to do something 

positive to help. It has raised $2,700,000 from doctors 

alone. And, along wilh the National Fund for Medical 

Education with which it cooperates, contributions to- 



tnllng $5,100,000 have been, obtained during the last 
three years. 

In every "phase of medicine, Hard work Is quietly 
going -.on, and it has but one objective— to give the 
American people better and moro extensive medical 
cure. We see this in the endless research to learn 
more about the cause and cure and prevention of dls- ' 
ease, And we see it as well in the search for sound 
ways and means to lesson the financial shock 'of illness. 
It is true that medicine' opposes dictation by gov- 
ernment, even as it opposes tax subsidization of activ- 
ities that are the responsibility of private groups and 
Individuals. That opposition is based on the sure 
knowledge that the greatest progress for all will come 
by maintaining medicine in an atmosphere of freedom, 
—not In on atmosphere of political coercion.

Head of Household Dcncfit for 

Federal Income Tar Filing 
An unmarried person who quali- 
fies as a head of a household is en- 
titled to a tax benefit for 1053, 
This benefit extends to taxpayers 
not having spouses, but required to 
maintain a household for the bene- 
fit of other Individuals. 
I The tax relief Is. about one-half 
]of the benefit that a married cou- 
'ple Is given under the split-income 
computation. 

Forms to Be Used 
To obtain this tax relief, you 
must file either a long or a short-; 
form 1040 return. It is not avail- 
able to taxpayers who file the yel- 
low form 1040A/ When the return 
lis mode out, you must be sure to 
J claim the status of the head of the 
household by completing' Schedule 
J on Page Two of the return. 
_ Qualifications 
To qualify as head of a house- 
hold, you must be unmarried at the 



end of your taxable year, This: in- 
cludes a single person,- a person 
legally separated or divorced, & t 
widow or widower. You woiild not 
qualify as "head of n household" 
In the year your spouse dies, In 
this case you ore generally entitled 
to file a joint return. If you arc 
married to a non-resident alien at 
any time during your taxable year 
but otherwise meet the following 
tesls, you are considered head of a 
household since you arc not.pcr- 
mitcd to file a joint return. 
You must furnish over half the, 



maintenance of a home which Is 
your principal residence and which, 
except for temporary absences, 
you shore. during the entire taxable 
year with a dependent qualifying 
In the following categories: 

(1) ,An unmarried child, grand- 
child or stepchild, including n le- 
gally adopted child, who may or 
may not have received chief sup- 
port during the taxable year and 
who mny or may not have earned 
gross inaome of over $600.00. 
t (2) Any other- person for whom 
you arc entitled to a dependency

Temporary Absence: 
An unmarried person must main-
